THE LprdHigli Admiral is tlie ninth ereat officer of ftate, and 
^ U an officer of great truil and honor, and was formerly fo great, 
that hb office was ufuaJIy given to fome of die King's younger 
fonSf near kinfmen, or to lomr of tbf- firfl of die nohility. He 
has die management of all mantuiie affairs, the government of 
the Royal Navy ; with power of decilion in all maritime cafes, 
both civil and criminai. He jiidn;rs of ajl tranfgrenions, done 
upon or beyond the ka, in any part of the world, upon die coafts, 
. in all ports and havens, and upon all rivers below the firll bridge 
from the fea* By him, all navy officers, from an Admiral to a 



and coroners for viewing dead bodies found on the fea coails, or 
at fea. He alfo appoints the judges for his Court of ^dmiraltyi 

to imprifon, releafe, &c. 

The fea being reckoned without the limits of tin- mn^mon law, 
and under tlu* jurifdi6lion of the I>ord High Admiral, therefore, 
the civil law is made ufe of in the Court of Admiralty, The pro- 
ceedings in all civil matters are according to the civil law.

To the Lurd High Adniir.il belong, b\' law and cuftbm, r.ll fines 
and forfeitures of all tn:nfgreJlicn^ at iea, on the feaihore, in ports^, 
and lirom the iir^ bridge on rivers toward the fea ) alfo the goods 
of pirates, and felons condemned and outlawed \ and all wayfs, 
ilray goods, wrecks of fea deodands ; a ihate of alllawful f>rizes, 
layon, Jrtfon, and ffotfon $ that is, goods lying in the fea, goods/ 
oaft by the fea on ihore, not granted formerly, or belonging to 
lords of manors adjoining the fea; all great tithes, as fea liogs, 
and othej hlhes of extrnordiuary bignefs, called royal hiheSj. 
"\vhales only and fturgeons excepted. 

Since the re\» Union, the maritime laws hnvc undergone many 
alterations, aiid the office of Loid IIii,h Admiral has been rot ii- 
dcrably abridged of its prrquifites. OlJaic ycirs, thi> Ll^h dlice 
)ias always been in commillion, and (tiU remains an office of great 
honor, power, and profit.

The fecretary to t|;^c 
AdmiraTty , is likewife fecretaiy to the inarines, for whicn he hat 
a falary of SOOl. a year. • » • • . . 

The marine corps are in three divilions, at Cjiatham, Portf- 
^outh/ a^id Pl3rmoath 3 there they are cmnmandcd by their own 
officers, who rife in ^e fervioe 'according to feniority and are. 
fmbarloBd with theiv men on board the ^bips of war,' according 
to the number appointed for each rate ; exoepting ^ fi^ ofl|« 
^ersi who never Ifo afloat. '

GREENWICH HOSPITAL. 

Where this magnificent cdilice is ere«Sled, iiood formeri}' tlie 
palace of ieveral kings of England. King Charies the Secon^ 
intended to biUld a new palace heiCj on a very grand fcale> but 
died foon aiUr 0119 wing was eieded. It remained in tiusftate« 
till the reign of King WiUiam the Third ; who, in the year 
i694> by letters patent, converted this palace into an hofpitaf 
for fuch feamen as by age, wounds, or other accidents, are ren- 
dered incapable of furtlier fervices, and for the widows of fuch 
as happen to be ilain in the fea fervice. Parliament lent its fnp- 
port to tills noble buildings which was to be ere<5ted trom a plan 
of Sir Chriftopher Wren's, who generoully, with Mr. John 
Scarborough, undertook to coiidud tiiis charitable work, without 
any reward. Ccmmilfioners were appointed to fee it executed. 
JIdany liberal bene&ctions were received for this glorious initi* 
tution, amounting to I8j90£l. King William granted 900(4. 
« year towar<b the carrying on, perfecting, and endowing the 
hofpital. In the year 1696, an act paifed, that (ixpence per 
man per month lliould be paid out of the wages of all feamen in 
the royal navy and merchant fervire, for the nfe of this hofpital. 
In the year 17J8, falni ics were fettled on the captains and lieu- 
tenants, and the amount of their half-pay wa4 directed to be to^ 

th© 
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the treafiirer, in aid of its revenues. In 1735, parlinment be- 
llowed on it the eftates of the attainted Karl of Derwentwater, 
^hich, at this lime, amounted to about 6OO0L a year. * 

Hie governprs of this charity^ appointed by act of pariiament^ 
aie the great officers of ftate, and pNsrfons in high pofis under the 
king; the Lord Mayor, and' the three fenior Alderman of the ctlgr 
of London j the Ma^er and five elder Brethren of the Trinity 
Houfe ; the Governor, Deputy Governor of Greenwich Hofpi- 
tal. To thefe. His Majefty in Council, is empowered to add 
fuch noblemen and gentlemen ns he fees tit. 

The Ixjrds Commillioners ot the Admiralty, name, twenty-four 
gentlemen as Coinrtiilhoners, for the better govcnimt nt of the 
hofpitah The officers of the houie form a council, which meets 
once a week, for the puuiihing of all breaclies of rules 3 appeali» 
ptuy be to die ComimiBpners, who meet once a fbrta^ht. Ihe 
Governors meet every fix months^ or oftner, if occafion re- 
quire it. 

* The Governor and Treafurer are appointed by patent j the reft 
of the officers by the Admiralty. They have all exceeding good 
houfes in the hofpital, and are allowed a certain quantity of 
coals and candles^ l^de^ one ihUUng and two-pence day for 
their table. 

The penlioners are clothed in blue, and are allowed clothes, 
linen, dockings, Ihoes, and one Ihilling a week for pocket 
money. Some of thefe are boatfwains mates; thefe arc dif- 
tineuiihed by a narrow gold edging on their hats; and iiave ono 



ward in the hofpital, whofe bufinefs it is to take care of the ward^ 
fee the men 40 their du^^ and report any mifdemeanonrs to the 

Lieutenant-Grovemor } and likewife to command the watch upon 
their guard ) thefe wear a broad gold lace round their pockets^ 
cuffs, and hats, and have two IhilHnj^s and tixpence a week. 

A fchool was eftablithed in the hofpitai by Lord Aylmer, when 
governor j it conhits of the ions of failors, particularly thofe who - 
have been ilain in battle. They aic adiniUcd at eleven yearti of 
age, and go out at fixteen, either to the fea fervice, or any other 
trade they may chule. llie fund for tbdr maintenance and edo- 
catioii, ariies from the money paid by each ftrangeT;, who comes 
to fee the hofpital, &c. 

A bill paired on the Sift of March, I7C3, for the eftabliih- 
nient of out-peniioner^, at 7I. per annum each j their inumber at 
that time amounted to 1400. '
